One bomber reginent at Jiterbog, which had previously been observed 
at Jerneuchen or Strausberg. 


Two ground-attack reginents at D&beritz. 


2, On 12 February there was little flyine activity, probably because of bad 
weather, The only unit observed was a fichter regiment at “eubrandenburg. 
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
